On looking over the short interview I had 
with you at the Noggs’ Barn, F would like 
io say something further. I may repeat 
something that was said there. You may 
remember that part of the subject was the 
false reliance men place upon Legislative 
jacts asa rule of justice between man and 
nan, and that men do take this asa perfect 
rule of equity, and swear to make their ver- 
dict conform to the letter of such statutes, 
as the judge, in his wisdom, shall present, 
; with due reference to the evidence that shall 
ibe presented on the occasion. The law is 
au weak supposition; itapplies to a man 
/killed, a man robbed, goods stolen, &c. 


Every case lies dormant ull the proof comes; 


and jurors know the great liability there is 
of being deceived by this treacherous foun- 
dation-stone of every case that is presented 
for trial. Cases are made toappear as clear 
as noon, withouta shadow of truth, and are 
often so artfully managed as to escape de- 
tection. 

But one of the main points I wish to con- 
sider is the man’s voluntarily holding up 
his hand as evidence that he binds himselt 
by an oath—a bond stronger, to most minds, 
than Delilah’s green withs, wherewith she 
sought to bind Samson. ‘The real question 
is, ls a mana freeman, to render a verdict 
according io truth and justice, or is hea 
bondman, compelled to obey his soulless 
master, the Legislator, and his wily testi- 
mony-carriers ¢ Having consented to be 
placed in the stocks, is he a freeman to ex- 
amine the case and to award, in the name 
ot truth and justice? I take the -ground 
that man, or bodies of men, have no right to 
judge each other for the purpose of award- 
ing punishments in case of delinquency. 
We are to judge men’s fruits, as they come 
to our knowledge, unpledged and unsworn 
to the observance of any man’s rule imposed 
upon us. Thus the minds of men are to 
be free of all fetters and shackles; and for 
what purpose, but that a just and impartial 
judgment may be made up in the minds of 
ull who will be atthe pains of informing 
themselves about any given case. ‘Truth 
will prove a more safe and salatary remedy 
than law-inflictions, make a saving of all 
the expense and trouble, and relieve men 
from the breach of God’s Jaw in the takin 
of oaths; fora man can do nothing that wil 
be taken as Jegal and oflicial, without first 
trampling upon God’s law with an oath. 
I know there are many, at the present day, 
who consider an oath a mere formality of 
law. That such men are more likely to 
look after the truth of acase, and more 
likely to render a just verdict, than those 
who feel strongly bound to the letter of their 
oath, I do not doubt; but still I think it un- 
safe 1.0 trust either of the former, and must 
give the meed to those who cannot, for 
conscience sake, swear atall. I do not be- 
lieve that no-swearing men would be ef- 
ficient in carrying on a law-suit, but ] most 
fully believe they would prove a greater 
terror to evil-doers than all the punishments 
that have ever been inflicted on the world. 
Truth and love would make men ashamed 
of their evil deeds, if you can bring them 
out single-handed, and not allow them to 
hide away In a corporation. ; 

It is not the class of mea that do things 
that have hitherto been considered base and 
wicked, that stand strong in the way of re- 
form. Itis the things that have hitherto 
been considered right, sacred to man’s best 
good. Among these stand the church, the 
hired ministry, the aristocracy, @ great and
